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REPORT ON A SURWY OF “PROGRESSIVE” FARMERS 


In the month of December 1959, the Community Development Ministry 
entrusted the Indian Institute of Public opinion with a survey of 
“Progressive” farmers visiting the World Agriculture Fair under the 
Ministr>'’s sponsorship. The purpose of the survey was to obtain an 
image in the minds of these fanners of the working of the community 
development projects in their areas; an attempt was also to be made 
to assess the extent to which current performance was different from 
the expectations raised or changes desired. In other words, the 
project was on the one hand, a factual assessment in the minds of 
participants, and, on the other . hand, it was to be a guide to policy in terms 
of the people on the spot who naturally have the greatest opportunity for 
contributing to its further development. Tlie impact of the Fair on the 
farmers in terms of their capacity to absorb new ideas was also relevant to 
the programme. - - 

It is believed that all the objects of the survey have been amply fulfilled. 
Indeed, it is quite remarkable, considering the smallness of the sample, 
which was only 500, how accurately even local factors have been reflected 
-in the replies received. A simple illustration will show liow the Exhibition 
attracted local interest in a natural, yet biased, way. Thus in West Bengal 
fisheries were of special interest, while in Himachal Pradesh potato culti- 
vation occupies first place; to Uttar Pradesh farmers tube-wells were a 
major factor, ,as in fact they are in current irrigation there, in the Punjab 
fruit growing and so on. In many other respects the total picture is so much 
of one piece that one cannot doubt that this presents as nearly as may be, 
an accurate reflection of the minds of these central elements in the process 
of rural change. 


The Sample 


The sample consisted of 500 interviews drawn in a random manner 
from 20,000 invitees, subject only to the condition that the number of inter- 
viewees chosen from a particular State was proportionate to the cropped 
area of that State. In the result the sample emerged as follows :

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The Sampling Error 

The sampling error which attaches to small samples drawn from small 
universes is a subject of considerable controversy. Had it been a very large 
universe a sample of 500 would carry a much significant percentage error. 
But one might hazard the opinion that figures given in the tables attached 
are significant if differentials are greater than 5 percentage points. 

One particular caution must be exercised in dealing with tliis sample. 
While it is representative enough of the invitees, it is not, and should never 
be treated, as a random sample of all persons in community blocks. Tins 
is brought out clearly in the structure of the sample as it emerges both in 
its education and income components, and from the average land holding. 
It is interesting to note that 23 -4 per cent were in the 100 — 200 income group, 
19 per cent in 201 — 300 income group, 7-8 per cent were graduates, and the 
average holding might be deemed to be five to six times that of the average 
Indian holding. 

The Size and Direction of the Community Development Impact 

One of the most significant results of the report has been that documen- 
tation in many ways of the largeness and many-sided impact which the 
Comniunity Development projects have recorded. Detailed figures will be 
found in the numerous tables that are attached, but for the current purpose 
only a few significant figures are selected; for example, as many as 68 -8 per 
cent of the respondents are “satisfied” with the progress of the projects. 
Again, in numerous directions, there is illustration of the wide range of im- 
pact in areas which in the urban public mind seem underc-stimated; for 
EXAMPLE, THE BELIEF THAT THESE AGRICULTURISTS SHOULD 
NECESSARILY BE DOMINATED BY AN AGRICULTURAL SLANT 
HAS BEEN SHOWN TO BE UNFOUNDED. Thus, in the general 
sample answer to the question “How do you describe Community Develop- 
ment Work? What does it mean to you?” The highest percentage (24-6) 
has gone to “Improving the standard of living of the villagers through 
Education, Sanitation, Road Construction, etc., the second highest figure 
(13 per cent) “to promote schemes for social welfare with participation of 
villagers;” improved methods of agriculture obtained 12 -6 per cent. It 
might be mentioned that the coordination of activities of Government 
agencies to ensure rural uplift comes next with 10 per cent. If one examines 
details . under each of the heads, one obtains a picture of a very large impact 
in areas, such as a desire for education and literacy and matters connected 
therewith; 29*2 per cent were conscious of the emphasis placed on schools 
and 8*8 per cent on mobile libraries. A large percentage — 20 - 2 — asked 
that “libraries and information centres” should receive greater priority in the 
future. In projects which received the active cooperation of the people 
construction of primary school building with 13-2 per cent ranked next 
only to construction of approach roads with 34-8 per cent in their favour. 

It is unnecessary to enter here into many of the details, but one might 
point out that there is a quite remarkable appreciation of the effectiveness 
of Shramdan (voluntary labour) as an element in the community development 
projects reflected in particular in the road building. All in all, one should 
stress the point that the approach of these progressive farmers is not pri- 
marily agricultural. Their minds are being broadened to develop a climate 
in which agricultural development has an important place, but in which 
their total developnient— particularly education and the use of other facilities 

h as health, sanitation, and cooperation — ^has a vital place. 
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The Agricultural Content 

There is a paradoxical approach towards the agricultural content of the 
community projects. On the one hand, as has already been illustrated, 
agriculture docs not occupy a dominant place in a many-sided _ impact, in 
which the general reason of the standard of living, health, sanitation and 
education compete with it for dominant interest. On the other hand, par- 
ticular studies of the agricultural content will show how remarkably embedded 
in the respondents minds are the numerous factors which go into agricultural 
development and the very wide interest which attaches to particular factors 
such as irrigation, improved methods of cultivation, seeds, fertih'sers and so 
on. Thus, in one form or another, irrigation appealed to all except to about 
65 of those interviewed, and it is remarkable how small irrigation works 
such as “sinking wells” (19 ’4 per cent) and tubewells and boring-wells (12 
per cent) have attracted detailed interest. Similarly, 15 -6 per cent were 
interested in the Japanese method of cultivation and, in regard to improved 
seeds, 42’8 per cent were interested in wheat and 35*2 in paddy, 10-9 in 
cotton. 

There is, as the tables mil show a local element in these cases, but the 
fact that only 24*6 per cent gave a “don’t know” answer implies that im- 
proved seeds are catching on in a biggish way. Similarly, in regard to fer- 
tilisers all except 31 per cent seem to be conscious of the use of fertilisers 
under the community development programme at the moment; 64*6 use 
ammonium sulphate and as many as 50-8 per cent super-phosphate, 24 
per cent claim to use urea and 10-6 per cent “mixtures.” These figures 
are, of course, for multiple use, since more than one fertilizer is used at the 
same time. The high super-phosphate and “mixture” and urea uses are 
particularly significant. 

It might be noted amongst other things that these farmers welcome 
demonstrations held on compost and farm yard manuring, which was 36-6 
per cent. 

The practice of animal husbandry and poultry farming is disappointing 
with 78*6 per cent not expressing any opinion on animal husbandry and an 
even high percentage on poultry farming (27-2 per cent). 

Village Industries 

One of the significant results of this survey has been to highlight the almost 
insignificant place played by rillage industries in the minds of These farmers. 
It will be seen that in the total sample only 1 *8 per cent have been elTected 
by the Ambar Charkha and even for weaving and spinning the figure is 
only 2-6 per cent. 16-4 per cent do claim to be engaged in village indus- 
tries and 55 per cent said tlicre is considerable scope for e.xpansion of indus- 
tries. One must assume therefore that a some latent interest has been 
unfulfilled. Most of the current interest is in existing industries, with no 
display for new initiatives. It has been shown that one of the big factors 
•acting against the development of industries in the area is the absence of 
finance. This seems to be the major bottleneck. In 114 of the 275 res- 
pondents to this question the absence of credit facilities were blamed for 
lack of development. Others asked for technical help and training (re- 
presented by 25 • 1 per cent of this number). The other factors in order of 
importance arc new machinery goods and marketing facilities (6-2 percent). 
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The World Agriculture Fair 

The purpose of the World Agriculture Fair was to contribute as an 
element in education in these faiiners and it is naturally important to de- 
termine the extent to which this purpose was fulfilled. A yery large number 
of tables show the impact made on different farmers by stalls notably those 
of the U.S.A., the U.S.S.R., China and so on. The U.S.A. stall seems to 
have had a very substantial effect, so far as total impression is concerned 
but one might argue that, in matters of current application, the People’s 
Republic of China with simpler methods has left as deep an impression. 

The extent to which exhibits in Slate stalls have attracted intere.‘:t seems 
to suggest that purelyTndian exhibitions directed Slatcwise to these products 
might have an even greater impact than a dramatic, but widely dispersed, 
exhibition of improved methods in other areas which cannot be of immediate 
application in a particular State. 

There is enough in the general answers to suggest that absorption of 
whole exhibition was /lot possible in the time at the disposal of these farmers, 
and, indeed, as many as 21 *6 per cent stated that it v/as more entertainment 
than education. This is at once an indication of the frankness of these 
farmers who responded to questions. 

All in all, one might argue that the picture here revealed is one of subs- 
tantial value in assessing present policy as well as in framing new directions 
of change. 

ONE VITAL FACTOR WHICH NEEDS TO BE IMPRESSED 
ON ALL URBAN COMMENTATORS, INCLUDING THE NEWS- 
PAPERS, IS THE EXTRAORDINARY EXTENT TO WHICH EVALUA- 
TION REPORTS PRODUCED BY ACADEMIC AND BIASED 
SOPHISTICATED. URBAN COMMENTATORS DIFFERS FROM 
THE STRAIGHTFORWARD EVALUATION OF MEN WHO HAVE 
PARTICIPATED IN THE PROGRAMME AT ALL STAGES. IN- 
DEED, ONE OF THE MOST IMPORTANT SUGGESTIONS WE 
SHOULD MAKE ON THIS REPORT IS THE SUGGESTION THAT 
EVALUATION OF RURAL PROJECTS BY TOWNS-PEOPLE 
CONTAINS A FAR GREATER BIAS THAN CAN POSSIBLY ARISE 
FROM THE BIAS OF USING PERSONS ENGAGED IN THEIR 
OWN WORK. There is something to be said for a traffic of ideas between 
policy-makers and these progressive fanners, but almost nothing can be- 
gained from our accepting an outside review on what in fact is happening: 
in the community development areas. 

THE PREDOMINANT IMPRESSION CREATED BY THIS 
SURVEY IS THAT A MAJOR MENTAL TRANSFORMATION IS 
TAKING PLACE, WHICH MIGHT SERVE AS A BASIS OF SOCIAL 
RECONSTRUCTION IN WHICH THE - TECHNOLOGICAL 
CHANGES REQUIRED BY INDIAN AGRICULTURE CAN FIND 
MORE FERTILE GROUND.
